S.R.O. 125. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 
o£ the Constitution, the President hereby makes the following rules regulating the 
method of recruitment to the posts of Telephone Operators, Non- Gazetted Class I’ll, 
in the Army Ordnance Corps namely. 

1. Short title and commencement- — (1) These rules may be called the Class III 
Non-Gazetted Civilians Telephone Operators' Recruitment Rules, 1969. 

(2) They shall come into fo>-ce on the date of their publication in the Official 
Gazette. 

2. Application. — These, rules shall apply to the post specified in column 1 of 
the Schedule hereto annexed. 

3. Number of posts, classification and scale of pay. — The number of post, its 
classification and the scale of pay attached thereto shall be as specified in 
columns 2 to 4 of the Schedule annexed thereto. 

4. Method of recruitment, age limit and other qualifications. — The method of 
recruitment, age limit, qualifications and other matters connected therewith ab^ill 
be as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the Schedule aforesaid: 

Provided that the upper age limit prescribed for direct recruitment may be 
relaxed m the case of Schedule Castes and Scheduled Tribes and other Special 
categories of persons in accordance with the general orders of the Central 
Government issued from time to time. 
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6. Disqualifications. — (a) No person, who has more than one wile living or 
who, having a spouse living, marries in any case In which such marriage is void 
by reason ol its taking place during the life-time ol such spouse, shall he eligible 
for appointment to the post: and 

(b) No woman whose marriage is void by reason of the husband having a 
wife living at the time ol such marriage or who has married a person who has 
a wife living at the time nj such marriage, shall be eligible for appointment to 
the post- 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that there are special 
grounds tor so ordering, exempt any person from the operation of this rule, 

6 Power to relax.— Where the Central Government Is ol the opinion that It Is 
necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order, for reasons to be recorded In 
writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or 
categorv of persons or posts.

’fntefct,- framed by the Cantonment Board, Morar, in exercise of the powers con- 
ferred by clause C39Lof section 282 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 (2 of 1^24) are 
published for general information, the same having been previously published 
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approved and confirmed by the Central Government, as required by sub-section 
<1) of section 284 of the said act, namely: — 

Byelaws for Regulating the Registration and Classification of Contractors In the 

Morar Cantonment. 

1. No person shall be enlisted as a Cantonment Board contractor unless (1) 
The Executive Officer has, with the approval of the Board, Included his name In 
the approved list of contractors and (11) such person has deposited the fee specified 
in byelaw 4. 

2. No person shall be entitled to render fo r Cantpnment works unless his 
name Is Included in the list of approved contractors. 

3. There shall be two classes of approved contractors: 

Class A — Consisting of contractors who will be entitled to tender for all works. 
Class B— Consisting of contractors who will be entitled to tender for works, the 
estimated cost thereof does not exceed Rs. 10,000.00. 

4. Every contractor In Class A shall deposit a fee of Rs. 100.00 and In Class B 
a fee of Rs. 50/- before his name Is included in the < list of approved contractors. 
This foe shall be refunded only when the contractor’s name Is removed from the 
list at his own request. In the event of the death of any contractor, such fee shall 
be payable to his legal heirs. The fee so deposited shall be liable to be forfeited 
at the discretion of the Board, If he has failed to tender for works for more than 
one year. 

5. Each contractor to whom a notice has been Issued shall be required to de- 
posit with the tender an earnest money equal to 2 per cent of the estimated cost 
of the work provided that no earnest money shall be required in respect of the 
works costing Rs. 1000/- or less. 

8, The successful tenderer shall be required In respect of each work to deposit 
the appropriate security which shall not be less than an amount equal to 5 per 
cent of the estimated cost before the contract deed is executed and the contractor 
Is allowed to commence the work. The earnest money of the successful tenderers 
shall be adjusted towards the security required to be deposited for the due per- 
formance of the particular contract. The security deposited for the due perform- 
ance of the contract shall be dealt with in accordance with the terms of the rele- 
vant contract deed.
